There 
are popular music crooners, big strong 
voiced balladeers, Rhythm & Blues 
“eool cookies,” down-to-earth hillbilly 
singers—and they’re all great. But, do 
you know of one singer that has been 
a music writer, a song plugger, a 
music publisher, a personal manager 
and a college professor to boot? Well, 
kiddies, gather ’round while we let 
you in on some of the info concerning 
a guy who is fast becoming a record- 
ing sensation and has been all of the 
above mentioned before turning his 
sights toward a vocal career.

of Georgia in music, sports and literary 
achievements. The football team won 7, 
lost 2, tied 1; the basketball team won 
first place in the region and made a 


good showing in the state play-offs; a 
fine tumbling team of sub-freshmen 
furnished entertainment; and_ there 
were three “rirsts” in music at the Dis- 
trict Literary Meet. Campbell earned 
the most points in the meet and 
brought home the trophy. 

Literary achievements and _ sports 
play an important part in the students’ 
life at Campbell, but the music depart- 
ment is probably the most outstanding, 
with more than three-hundred students 
taking part in band, glee club and spe- 
cial vocal and instrument training, Stu- 
dents from Campbell appear almost 
weekly as guests of the local churches, 
veterans hospitals. and civic clubs. 

Jerry Bramblett, a 1953 sudent, was 
guest piano soloist for the Atlanta 
Symphony Orchestra, and Noel Abbott, 
who placed first in the district in piano 
this year, was accompanist at the State 
Music Festival. 

There are home room parties, alumni 
dances, Valentine balls, picnics, hay 
rides—and best of ali, the annual Jun- 
ior-Senior Prom, which is the result 
of the juniors’ seliing hundreds of 
dozens of do-nuts and days of planning 
and decorating, resulting in a beauti- 
fully decorated dining room and the 
gym magically transformed into a won- 
derful ballroom. A breakfast is served 
by junior grade mothers, following the 
midnight hour, in the school caietervia. 


Then comes the May Festival, with 
the combined bands and glee clubs of 
the Smyrna area.
